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The recent death of naturalist Joy 
Adamson took a startling turn today. 
Officials revealed that a lion was a 
suspect after all, despite evidence that 
the murder weapor’ was a switchblade 
knife. 

Police were responding to a routine 
“drug collar’’ on Syd the Lion, alias 
‘‘Skag,'’ once cornered, the lion pulled a 
knife and roared, ‘‘You'll never take me 
alive, coppers!’’ He was quickly subdued 
with a barrage of tranquilizer darts. A 
large dose was necessary since Skag had 
a heavy barbituate habit, officials said. 

Forensic analysts said the knife left 
marks similar to those found-on Adamson. 
Authorities cautioned reporters that the 
evidence was only circumstantial, yet 
they pointed out that ‘‘Skag's criminal 
record is as long as a boa constrictor.'’ 

Police theorize that Skag had ap- 
proached Adamson for a share of her 
profits from Born Free, best-selling novel. 
When the naturalist declined to help him 
support his habit, Skag killed her.

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“Skag's Case does not appear atypical 


except for its grisly climax,'’ said 
Boomerle, ‘‘Many animals suffer a loss of 
meaning and a sense of alienation when 
removed from their natural environments 
and placed on the preserves. Many seek 
identity in savage animal_gangs like the 
Zimbabwe Angels. Some seek refuge in 
drugs. Others like Skag seek both."’
